President Signs Number Oi 
New Laws Lightening Tax 
Loads and Increasing Debt

NEWPORT, R. I. ffl—President Eisenhower has put on the 


books new-laws lightening tax loadF- in a few fields, increasing 
the national debt ceiling and providing _ 887 million dollars in 
'education "aid. 


He has killed by pocket veto a bill to increases-federal aid to 


airports from the current 63 million dollars a year to 100 million, 
and continue it until the middle of 1962. 


Those are highlights of Eisenhower's action at his vacation 


headquarters late Tuesday on 117 bills which Congress sent to 
him shortly before it adjourned Aug. 24. 


The President now has only 18 other pieces of legislation still 


befora him for decision by midnight Saturday.

state officials at a meeting here 
Friday v.ith Leo A. Hoegh, direc- 
tor of the federal Office of De- 
fense and Civilian Mobilization. 


Gov. Leader said the meeting Is 


to explain changes in the 1550 act 


ich make the federal govern- 


ment a full partner with the state 
in the civil defense program. 


Previously, home defense was 


left to the states and local com- 
munities. ' 


The legislation authorizes the 


federal government to provide 
funds to the states and their polit- 
ical subdivisions for the employ- 
ment of personnel and other ad-

also will receive large numbers of 
radiation detection devices and 
other vitally needed radiological 
defense equipment.

Subsidized Marriage Is A 
Contract Six Must Sign 


With married students no longer a rarity on college campuses, 


here's a problem that must arise fairly often. 


A mother writes: "My daughter, who finished her freshman year 


in college, is engaged to a boy she met at "school who will also be a 
sophomore this fall. 


"My daughter tells me that they want to be married and figure 


they could manage it if we increased her allowance and the boy's 
parents increased his. 


"He has already talked it over with his parents and they said il 


was up to us. If we were'willing to pay half of the young couple's 
living expenses, they would pay half. 


"My husband and I have talked it over and we aren't sure 


'whether we should agree to the plan or whether we should tell our 
daughter they will have to wait to marry until, they can support 
themselves. We would like your opinion on this' question." 


I can't give an opinion on this matter as it affects your daughter 


•because I don't know either the girl, the young man or either set ol 
parents. Such a plan might work out well for one young couple and 
give another young couple the idea that their parents will always be 
there to fall back on. 


This is a matter the six of you will have to decide lor yourselves 


But I will say this—I don't think you have any responsibility for 
subsidizing a marriage between two young people who have three 
years of schooling still ahead of them. 


Having to wait a while to be married never hurt any young couple 


who are really in love. And a marriage, supported by parents, isn't 
really a complete marriage. 


It is a marriage that doesn't demand much responsibility of the 


young couple. A few years of having a marriage without responsi- 
bility might not be the best preparation for the years ahead when 
responsibilities will be great. 


After consideration you may decide that in this particular case 


~you think a subsidized marriage will work out all right. If you do, 
that's fine. But at least these are points that should be considered

The schooling years now are 


roughly from 5 to 22.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Forty- 


seven marginal congressional dis- 
tricts in 15 Midwest and Western 
states are beginning to look like 
the promised land to major party 
strategists battling for control of 
the House. 


In the 15 states, stretching from 


Ohio to the Pacific Coast, there 
are 26 House seats Republicans 
won by a whisker in 1956 and 21 
in which Democrats nosed out 
their opponents by less than 5 per 
cent of the votes. 


While neither party is going to 


ignore similar situations in East- 
ern states like Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, 
the suspicion is 


mounting in both camps that the 
people who live west of the Ohio 
River are going to have a major

The Midwestern states of Illi- 


nois, Missouri and Kansas seem 
likely to furnish the hottest bat- 
tleground in the marginal dis- 
tricts. 


In 1956, Illinois and Missouri 


each had six areas where the mar- 
gin between opposing candidates 
was less than 5 per cent 


Democrats are taking aim at 


Kansas too, where they regard 
four of the five GOP-held seats 
as marginal. They plan strenuous 
efforts to capture these four GOP 
seats as well as to save the one 
marginal seat they hold in Kan- 
sas. 


In 
other 
Midwestern 
areas, 


there are four marginal 
seats 


each in Iowa and Indiana, three 
in Michigan, two in Nebraska, and 
one each in Ohio, Wisconsin and 
South Dakota. 


Farther west, Colorado has two 


and Arizona one in the doubtful 
class. 


On the Pacific Coast, California 


offers the big prize with five 
doubtful seats. Off their showing 
in the June primaries, Democrats 
are hopeful of making some in- 
roads into three marginal Repub- 
lican areas and holding on to two 
they narrowly won in 1956. 


In the Pacific Northwest, Oregon 


and Washington each have three 
marginal districts in an area 
where the Democrats have shown 
more confidence of victory than in 
almost any other section of the 
country.
